COMMERCIAL SECTION 


In arranging this collection we have mentioned those which are suitable 
for the commercial grower, and added some varieties possessing colors which 
are not in strong demand, most of which are of the shades of bronze. Such 
colors are of some utility to those who grow and retail their own product. 
Those offered, possess commercial qualities in style of growth, are easy to 
manage and most of them produce good flowers from late buds. We have 
also endeavored to give the height of each variety, the best date to reserve 
the bud and also date when fully matured. In giving the height it must be 
considered only approximate, as it is impossible to be exact, for much depends 
upon the size of the plantsat planting time, when planted, and the conditions 
maintained thereafter, We have entirely ignored the terms, Crown and 
Terminal bud, believing it immaterial, and useless for the grower to burden 
his mind with such complicated matters. What he wants to know is, the 
date that gives the best result. | Have discontinued Novelties of the year 
before and placed all together. 


The letter (X) preceding name indicates they are also suitable for exhibi- 
tion purposes. 
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EARLY VARIETIES 


To secure early flowers it is of the utmost importance they be planted 
eatly. Good strong plants from 3 inch pots, benched the last of May, give 
very satisfactory results, and our estimated height given these varieties 
is based on such stock planted at this date. In case buds are not formed 
by the date stated, reserve the first that appears thereafter. All the 
varieties mentioned will mature flowers prior to November Ist, but to be 
more explicit as to their flowering season, we have indicated those which 
mature from the latter part of September to the 15th of October with an (EK); 
those coming from October 10th to 25th with an (M); those from October 
20th to November Ist withan (L). 


READ BEFORE MAKING ORDER.

In growing blooms for exhibition, size should be given the first consideration, 
provided other qualifications are equal. - . 

In determining the height, those which do not exceed 4 ft. are designated as 
DWARF; those which do not exceed 6 ft., as SEMI-DWARF, and those growing taller, 
as TALL. These deductions are only approximate and from stock planted May 15th. 

As is well known, exhibition varieties produce the largest bl2oms from early 
buds. Each grower must be governed by the conditions in his immedia‘e locality, and 
many find it advantageous to take them earlier. , 

We are aware, some of the best blooms are produced from buds taken as early as 
August 5th, but throughout the Middle West, buds of most varieties taken prior to Au- 
gus’ 15th, suffer from: excessive heat and lack of moisture, and for this reason we secure 
best results from those taken August 15th to 30th.
